Latin Is No
Needed t

T Iast week's meeting, character-
ized by Yale officlals as the most
tmportant In the history of the

university, the corporation unanimoualy
adopted a comprehenaive plan of uni-
versity reorganization and a plan for the
immedinte Increass of salaries of full
time Instructors and assistant profes-
sore. . The former makes signifeant ad-
ministrative changes, which will be fol-
lowed by Important modifioations of
educational polley.

The changes Include the transferencs
of Latin to the list of elective subjects
for admission to collage.

The recommandations bave besn sum-
marizsed as follows :

1. That the president, as responsible
head of tha entire university, be here-
after aselsted by four Instead of two
gcneral adminisirative oMoers, ths new
oflicers added being s provost, who ahall
e concemed with education and with
faculty relations, and a dean of stu-
dents, who shall ba concerned with
morals and with student relatione. The
provost shall be a member of all facul-
tiea and governing boardm

2. That in addltlon to the existing
executive or prudential committes there
shall be threo ‘new standing committess
of the corporation—a committes on edu-
cational polley, A committes on architec-
tural plan and a commities on grounds
and bulldings.

& That professors and instructors of
all grades be eslected to positions In
Yale University and be assigned by the
eorporation to the achool and deparument
which it judges most appropriats.

4. That the University Councll be re-
organized, and that, subject to the cor-
poration, It determine educational policy
in all matters where two or more school
